‘Pamphlet is to prove that Exci/es, in general, are pre- 
ferable to a Land-Tax; for which He likewife produ- 
ces the Example and Authority ef Ho//and. 

In Anfwer to This, it is neceflary to obferve, in the 
firft Place, that though Ho//and may be juftly call’d a 
free State, when compar'd with the abjolute Govern 
‘ments round about it, yet I cannot agree that it ought 
to be compar'd with the Conftitution of Great Britain, 
as long as We are able to preferve it pure and uncor- 
rupt in all its Parts. 

Sir William Temple (whofe Autho:ity hath been often 
quoted on both Sides, as an excellent Writer) olerves 
very juftly, that this fomachful People. who could not 
endure the leaft Exercife of arbitrary Power, or Impofi- 
tions, or the Sight of any forcign Troops, under the Spa- 
nith Government, have been fince inured to all of Them, 


firates ; bridled with hard Laws; terrify’d with -fevere 
Executions s inxviron’d with foreign Forces; and oppre/s'd 
with the moft cruel Hardships and Variety of Taxes, 
that wa: ever known under any Government. 

It is therefore avery extraordinary Propofal, to re- 
duce us tothe fame hard Condition with our Neigh- 
bours in Hollaxd, and fufficiently denotes the Modefty 
of the Projefors; but I believe They will find it as dif- 
ficuit to eftabliththe (ame tions here, as to make 
the People of Great Britain in Love with the Govern 
ment of Holland, or to throw off all Regard for the hap- 
py Conftitation of their own Country. 

In the next Place, it is proper. to oe inte the 
Resfons, which ntake the People of Holland fubmit to 
thefe Severities of Government. Now Thefe arife, as 
the fame Author informs vs, from the Simplicity an? Mo- 
defiy of their Magiftrates ix thir Wey of ° iving § whieb 
do not exceed the Cuftors of the common Merchants 
and Burghers of the Town.—-He tell- us likew''c, that tbe 
Way to Office and Authority dies throw) thofe Qualin 
ties, which acquire the genera! Ejleem of the People 5 that 
mo Man is exempted from the Danger and Current of the 
Laws; that Soldiers are confined to Frontier Garrii .ns ; 
(the Guard of Inland, or Trading Towns, Leing eft -to 
the Burghers Themfelves;) and that no great Riches are 
feen to enter by publick Payments into private Purtes, 
either to raife Families, or to feed the prodigal Expences 
of gain, ‘extravagant and lixurious Men; but all pub- 
lick Monies ere apply’d to the Safety, Greatne/s, or Ho- 
nour of the State; and the Magittraces Them/felves bear 
antonal Share in all the Burchens They impo/e. 

. ver therefore our great Meg will be pleafed to 
adopt the parfimonious Maxims of their Brethren in 
Hollanz, and reduce Themiclves to fome Degree of 
Equality with their Fellow-Subjects, it may be an En- 
couragement for us to fubmijt to the fame Regulations ; 
but whilft We fee Them rolling in Wealth, Luxury and 
Granceur, it is the mcf provoking Infult to be told, 
that We ought to be érid/ed like the People of Halland. 
Befides, I have been informed that the Dutch Excifes 
differ very materially, in fome Particulars, from Thofe 
already eftablifhed in Englands for in'feveral imported 
Commodities (fuchas Wine, Tea, Coffer, &c.) every Man 
is tax'd at fo mucha Year, according to_his Family and 

Manacr of Living, by the Magittrates of the ‘Town, in

I fhall endeavour to confirm Them in this wife Difpo- 
fition and right Way of judging, for their own Interett, 
by the excellent Reafonings of Mr. Locke on the fame 
Subjeé&. 

In {peaking of the Caufes, which raife, or depreciate 
the Value of Land, He makes the following Ob‘erva- 
tions.

I believe the Reader will not look upon thefe Q:ota- 
@idns astedious, or unnecéffary, though They hate {well’d 
my Paper to fuch an unafua) Lesgth. For my Part, 
They fcem fo very appofite to the Purpofe, fo clear, 
fall, and even demonftrative, that if the grievous Load 
of a long continued Land Tax fhould have ttill left fome 
Prejudices in the Minds of the Britif> Free-balders, a 
due Attention to the Scope and Force of thefe Arguments 
maf, I think, root Them up and intirely diffipate Them 
ayy. 
The/e Gentlemen would likewife do well to cotfider that 
altho” They have long groan’d under the Preffure of a 
Land Tax, yet it hath been continued only from Yeurto 
Year, for the current Expences of the Governinent ; and 
a; there is a great Number of the moft confiderable Land- 
holders in both Howes of Parliament, it m:y be reafo- 
nably iuppofédthat They will lay hold of the firft Op- 
portunity to eafe Them/elves from th's Borthen. Where- 
as We are taught by. Experience that, Excifes commonly 
become perpetwa/, even almoft without Exception, when 
They are once laid ; and as this Scheme is delign’d only 
to fupply the Neceffitics of the Government, in Time of 
Peace, fo the Projeétors will, i fear, have Recourfe to 
2 Land-Tax, upon the firft extraordinary Occafion either 
st home or abroad, without giving upa Shilling of the 
Excije; and then I think the Freeholders of Great Bri- 
tain cannot be ina worfe Condition, unlefs the Projecfors 
fhould think fit, in their great Wifdom, to collett the 
Land-Fax allo by the Laws of Excise 
It will be faid, perhaps, that the Parliament hath it in 
their Power to reduce the Exci/e, whenever it grows ex- 
orbitart, or birthenfome ; but ThisI deny, if it fhould 
be made perpetwal; for in fuch a Cafe, They canrot do 
jt without the Confent of the Crowns and I think it 
fomewhat improbable that the Covrt will ever part with 
fuch a Jewel, a3 long as they can keep it. 
Pefides, all Attempts to. diminifh any Revenue, when 
« ce granted, are thonght invidious, and treated as Marks 
of Diaffeftion to the Government it felf. This deters 
many Perfons from joining in any fuch Atcempts, and 
others -are prevail’d upon by Goodneture, plaufible Pre- 
tences, or Applications of aworie Kind; fo thar the 
only wife Method of keeping the Crown within its 
proper Bounds, is to fapprefs all Incroachments. in their 
Birth. 
Lattly, let it be confidered that if the Crown fhowld 
eeverobtan a fending Revenue, fuflicient to defray. all 
the ordinary Expences of the Government, (ard nobody 
can pretend to fay what a general Excije may produce) 
what Occafion will there be for the Par/iament to meet 
st all, un'e’s upon extrasrdinary Emergentes ? 
As I chofe to illuftrate and ftrengthen the former Part 
of this Paper with the Authorities of Sir William Temple 
aad Mr. Locke, it may be proper to acquaint the Rea- 
der that whit i have faid Isft is as flrongly fupported 
by the Reafonings of Mr. Huszpden, who prefers a Land- 
Tax, or even the Revival o° the Chismey-Mirey to any 
Kind of «wes Excifes; which muft end, as He obferves 
very jufly, in a genera! Excife. 
He concludes his Cunfderations on this Subje@, as I 
fha'l do at prefent, in the following remarkable Words. 
* One Thing, I think, all are for; the preferving of 
the Con litetion, and the maintainiag our Liserty, for 
«s the Sake whereof all this Moncy is to be raifed; 
«© and Thetis All, which I am pleading for. Let no 
ss Man be mifled by a Pretence of Convenience, or dif 
“s hurthening bis Land im this Way of Taxing. All

Monday died of a violent inflammatory Fever, at the 
Duke of Queensberry’s Houfe in Burlington Gardens, Mr. 
Joun Gay: He was decended of a Gentleman's Famity- 
in Devonfhire, and’ had been Secretary to the Embafly «0 
Hanover in the lat Year of Queen Anne, where he had 
the Honour of being -pesfonally kaown ‘by the Royal Fa- 
mily, to which he exprefs'd his Loyalty and, Affection in 
fome excellent Poems. He was one of the moft eminent 
Pocts, and in fome Parts of wiiking the moft eminent, of 
his £ge. His perfon.] Character was perfeétly amiable ; 
the moft natural, inoffenfive, and difiaterefled of Men. 
His Converfation was fought by all that knew him, and 
his Life chiefly pafsd in the Friendfhip and Society of 
Perfons of the firft Rank. He left a moderate Fortune, 
no Part owing to any Freferment, but wholly to his own 
Labour and Prudence, between two Sifters) No Prace 
is vacant by his Death.

Wo- 
men, when equally guilty 5 it was anfwer'd, that they 
had too feverely fmarted in the Cafe of the much injur’d 
Mr. Geery. 

Oa Saturday there was a Caufe heard in the Exchequer 
Court at Weftminfler, between the Right Hon. the Lord 
Craven, and Mr. Thomas a Builder, fora Sum of Money 
claimed of his Lordfhip for a BuilJing near Carnaby-Mar 
ket: The Trial lafted beit Part of the Day, and the 
Jury gave a Verdié&t for Mr. Thomas for 180-1. being 
the Matter in Difpute, befides Coft of Suit. And
